A bill extending the three per cent 
sales tax to July 1 is to go before the 
Illinois house of representatives when 
it re-convenes Jan. 17 after a week's 
recess.

G. Ward, Chicago Democratic major- 
ity leader. 

The senate vote was 39 to three, 
both on the sales tax extension and 
on. two other bills-introduced by Ward 
whicn would continue state Tclief ap- 
propriations at the rate of $3,900,000 
monthly until July 1. 

The sales tax extension was advo- 
cated in Governor Henry HorneV's 
biennial message to the assembly as 
■presented by John Stelle on Monday.

Twenty-eight Democrats voting in 
Tavor of the bills were Tc-inforccd by 
11 Republicans to give the bills five 
more than the required - two-thirds 
emergency majority In the senate. 
Three Republicans,' Charles F. Car- 
penticr of East MoTine; George C. 
Dixon, Dixon, and Edwarcl E. Laugh- 
lin, Frceport, voted against them. 

Senator Ray Paddock of Round 
Lake submitted a Republican amend- 
ment to scale expenditures down to 
$3,000,000 a month. It was defeated 
by the senate's Democratic majority, 
27-19.'

Petition Praising Move Is 
Circulated Among Inde- 
pendent Dairymen 

A petition commending the federal 
government for its investigation of al- 
leged monopolistic practices in milk 
distribution and sales in the Chicago 
milkshed area is being circulated 
among dairymen of this area. 

Twenty thousand signatures have 
already been affixed to the petition, ac- 
cording to Joseph Sauers, Bristol, 
Wis M dairyman and long a leading fig- 
ure in the Chicago milkshed area. 
Sauers is acting as a motivating force 
among the Wisconsin farmers, and'. 
Bert Galiger, Lake Villa, is active n\ 
the Illinois region. 

The petition urges a continuance of 
the investigation, which has already 
resulted in indictments for conspiring ■ 
to fix the price structure of milk in 

this area. 

Asks Speedy Trials 

Stating that "the investigation has-- 
revealed that the interests of both the- 
consumer and the producer have been? 
injured through these monopolistic 
practices," the petition urges that "the 
federal government continue this in- 
vestigation so that the abuses prac- 
ticed by those who have been indicted 
will be diminatcd." 

It also urges that the federal gov- 
ernment, through the proper agencies. 
Bring those indicted to~a 'speedy trial, 
and that those found guilty of violat-. 
ing the law should be punished im- 
mediately. 

Among the 97 persons and organi- 
zations against whom indictments 
have been .brought for monopolistc 
practices, through the Sherman Anti- 
Trust law, is the Pure Milk associa- 
tion. 

The association has announced in 
the January edition of its publication, 
"Pure Milk," that it intends, to fight 
the indictment on the grounds that it 
is an "agricultural co-operative ory 
ganization." 

Signatures Continue 

It also intimates that "an extended 
trial in court in opposition to the Fed- 
eral Government will very likely cost 
more than the organization can afford 
to spend, with the possibility of a 
complete breakdown of producer 
prices occurring in the interim, there- 
by causing additional losses to all milk 
producers in this area." 

Independent dealers have expressed 
themselves as being doubtful whether 
the indictments brought . against the 
Pure Milk association and other agen- 
cies accused of monopolistic practices 
would result in flower prices paid to 
farmers, and they are showing their 
faith in this contention by continuing 
to affix their signatures to the petition.

We can have safety — if we want it, and are willing 
to earn it.

deal more this year.

The old idea that high egg yields 
ore unusual and -difficult to obtain 
in winter has changed with tne 
times; A yield of 50 per ce nt ex 
greater is now a normal and requi- 
site part of present day egg farm- 
It has .been firmly established that 
winter yields are partly a matter ol 
inheritance of precocity, or early 
starting tendencies .partly * i matter 
of surrounding well-bred birds with 
comfortable and adequate winter 
quarters, and partly a matter of fur- 
nishing -those birds with r - well-bal- 
anced forcing rations. Winter sea- 
son egg prices are generally rela- 
tively high and there is compara- 
tivelvless competition from remote 
sections of the country. Poultrymen 
should, attempt, therefore, to obtain 
high yields in this season. A mor * 
rigorous selection of the individuate 
housed and kept over winter is ad- 
visable. It is not a tune when egg 
farmers can afford to keep boarders 
in their flocks, that is, hens wWch 
eat buf do not lay. Adopt a high 
standard of quality for the layers 
now in winter quarters. Sell or eat 
the rest; Having done this, go oyer 
the laying quarters, ma king sure 
that they are clean, s^Jtary, draft- 
proof, ' comfortable, and that they 
provide sufficient room. 

Crowded flocks are under a handi- 
cap. Uncomfortable birds rarely eat 
normally or lay heavily. Enyiron- 
1 ment is an important factor in ob- 
taining winter egg yields, Particular- 
ly since outside weather- conditions 
are so'apt to fluctuate severely from 
day to day. The closer one can 
keep interior poultry house condi- 
tions normal, the better are the 
chances for prolonged, continuous, 
high egg yields. 

Poultrymen must see to it thai 
e-Very layer has an unhindered op- 
portunity, to. eat grain-mash and 
mash and drink water whenever she 
desires. Inadequate hopper and wa- 
ter fountain spaces and crowded 
conditions frequently moke it im- 
possible for otherwise good birds to

new vision, fresh aspiration? 

Jesus said (John 13:34), "A new 
commandment 1 give unto you, That 
ye love one another; as I have loved 
you." The old standard of "thou 
shalt not" was to be supplemented 
with a larger, a newer standard of a 
positive rather than a negative na- 
ture. Proportionately as this new 
commandment Is put Into practice

In a test 
vjhich violated a sacred taboo, Dr. 
Hold en discovered that they possess 
itho same capacity for high blood 
pressure as other humans. 
Stone Age People. 
The Wai Wai, he says, have a 
lew steel knives, obtained from In- 
dians nearer civilization. Otherwise 
[they are still entirely a stone age 
■people. Their home is. the Sierra 
'Akari mountains. He described four 
'months' travel to reach them in 
■Natural History, the museum's pub^ 
lication. 

• "They live," he said, "in one of 
.the densest jungles on earth, undis- 
turbed by man. It is a country of 
ipeoce and quiet, a literal lost world,

When Dr. Holden and a single 
white companion, William G. Hass- 
ler, photographer, reached the Wai 
iWai, both medical tests and pho- 
tography were welcomed.

* l lng to them. 
" , Strong on the Dogs. 

They live in large, communal 

• houses, with conical roofs. Each 
\ holds 25 to 30 persons and 40 to 50 
J^dogs. These "fairyland" - dogs are 
^ reasonably quiet. 

Dr. Holden took the blood pres- 
sures of the older, people. Their 
ages he said, were uncertain, be-, 
cause they reckon years from one 
rainy season to the next, but they 
live to a ripe old age. 

Analyzing the reasons, Dr. Holden 
declared: 

? "The Wai Wals never have to wor- 
ry how they Will. pay their grocer's 
bill. There are no telephones to 
drive them to distraction. A hus- 
band never worries about how he 
can buy his wife a new hat or dress. 
Their personal adornments are pro- 
cured from the brilliantly plumaged 
birds that fly overhead; and as for 
clothes — they wear none. 

"There is no stock market to send 
one's blood pressure skyrocketing. 
These fortunate people are not for- 
ever dodging automobiles or watch- 
ing red lights in their hurry to keep 
this appointment or that. There are 
no such things as being late for 
work or punching the time clock - :

Teletype System Warns 

Hotels of 'Deadbeats' 

CLEVELAND, OHIO.— The hotel 
business has enlisted the aid of 
science in an effort to combat "skip- 
pers," "kiters," "paperhangers," 
and other types of unwelcome and 
dishonest guests. , 

Members of the Cleveland Hotel 
association have installed ah inter- 
hotel teletype system to foil the chis- 
elers. 

VVhen a suspicious guest with a 

looth manner checks in at a hotel, 
visitor's description, approach 
U and suspected racket is sent over 
Hhe teletype system to the allied 
hotels, which then check their rec- 
ords. 

"Cleveland hotels have been los- 
ing from $30,000 to $50,000 a year 
because of these crooks," said Eu- 
gene J. Kelly, president of the asso- 
ciation. "We have had to do some- 
thing. The hookup is in conjunction 
with the telephone company and may 
be linked with the police station 
later." 



Production -Expense Is Not 
Easily Brought Down. 

By C. 8. Rhode of the Dnlry Department. 
. University of IWnoIa.— WNU Service. 

A higher, net return' from the dairy 
herd is in store for many dairymen 
if they give careful attention to feed 
costs, quality of roughage supplies, 
dairy prices and demand for dairy 
products. It is to the producers' ad- 
vantage to lower production costs 
whenever possible*. Many items that 
enter into the cost of production, 
such as man labor, shelter and in- 
terest on Investment are not readily 
adjusted downward. However, the 
cost of feed which Is, the largest sin- 
gle- item of expense may be twice 
as much on some farms as on oth- 
ers. ' The kind of cows kept has a 
lot' to do with low production costs, 
but the; ration arid the way cows 
are fed can not be' Overlooked. 

It is an easy matter to determine 
the amount and kind of purchased 
feed required.' Those' who follow, 
such a procedure usually feed good 
rations at the lowest cost and find 
radical, expensive changes u'nheces^ 
sary. 
" Low prices for farm grains and 
adequate supplies of both roughage 
and grain indicate the advisability of 
using farm grains extensively in the 
dairy ration and keeping feed pur- 
chases to a minimum. On many 
farms where, cream is :sold '.arid 
where plenty of high quality legume 
hay, com and oats are available, a 
grain mixture' of equal parts of corn 
and oats fed according to produc- 
tion with all the good hay the cows 
want has much to commend it. 

Under most conditions dairymen 
will wish to add some high protein 
supplement to farm grains. Soy- 
bean ollmeal, cottonseed meal and 
soy beans are among the cheapest 
sources of protein and will probably 
continue to be throughout the win- 
ter. 

Balancing the grain mixture to 
fit the available roughage is a wise 
practice. If the available roughage 
supply consists only of good legume 
hay, the grain mixture should con- 
tain 10 to 12 per cent total protein. 
If the roughage Is partly legume 
and partly non-legume, the grain 
mixture should contain 12 to 15 per- 
cent total protein. With a non- 
legume,, a grain mixture of 15 to 18 
per cent total protein Is recommend- 
ed. Unless the hay is of high qual- 
ity, the percentage of protein in the 
grain mixture should approximate 
the larger amounts suggested. 

When large amounts of roughage 
are used and the grain mixture is 
made up largely of farm grains, 
it is recommended that one and 
one-half to two pounds of special 
steamed bone meal be added to 
each 100 pounds of grain mixture. 
Similar amounts of salt may be 
added. 

The possibility of culling the lower 
producers from the herd as an aid 
in lowering production costs is 
worthy of consideration. This move 
on the part of dairymen would be 
doubly valuable under conditions of 
record supplies and heavy produc- 
tion. 



Lights of New York

; EVANSTON, ILL.— Partial 
eclipses of the sun and moon and 
two .particularly bright meteoric 
showers will be visible, in the United 
States during the year 1939, "ac-. 
cording to Dr. Oliver Lee, head of 
the department of astronomy, at 
Northwestern university. ' 

"There will be two eclipses of the 
sun and two of the moon during the 
year,". Doctor Lee said. "An an- 
nualar eclipse of .the sun on April 
19, -beginning around 8:30 in the 
morning, will be partial in the Unit- 
ed States.' An annu alar eclipse is 
one occurring while the moon is so 
far away from -the earth that a rim 
of the sun is visible even at the 
moment of maximum eclipse." 

About midnight between October 
27 and 28 there will be a partial 
eclipse of the moon, Doctor Lee 
said, which- will be visible through- 
out the Americas. A total eclipse of 
the moon on May 3 will be visible in 
the eastern hemisphere, and a total 
eclipse of the sun will occur on Oc- 
tober 12, and will be seen as a par- 
tial eplipse from western Australia 
and the southern tip of South Amer- 
ica. 

• "The . principal meteoric show- 
ers," Doctor Lee said, "will be the 
Perseids on August 12, early in the 
morning in. the northeastern sky, 
and the Leonids, which will be seen 
after midnight on November 14 in 
the eastern sky." 

Meteoric showers, he explained, 
take their names from constella- 
tions in that part of the sky from 
which the showers seem to come. 
Other displays during- the year will 
be the Lyrids, early, in the evening 
in 1 the northwest on- April. 20; j" the 
Orionlds, late in the evening in" the 
east on October 20, and the Andro- 
mids,, high in the eastern sky. all 
night on November 24. 

"No bright comets are expected 
this .next year," Doctor Lee said,, 
"but there is always the chance that 
a big comet will stray. Some of 
them take thousands of years to 
make one trip around the sun, and 
many have not been recorded. The 
last bright comet visible from the 
earth passed In 1910." 

Doctor Lee added that the rest of 
the winter will be a good time to 
watch for the Northern lights. These 
displays' are connected with sun 
spots, which are. reaching a maxi- 
mum In their 11-year period just 
now. ^ •

" CLEVELAND, OHIO.--The livery 
stables built by John D. Rockefeller 
in 1868 are being transformed into 
the Stables Inn— an old English 
lodge for public dining. 

The 11 stalls of the stables, which 
have been removed, once were oc- 
cupied by Strong Ned, Gallant Steed, 
Flash Eye and other Rockefeller 
carriage horses. 

The stall windows remain in the 
taproom and 4, tallyhoo". parlor. The 
president of the Stables Inn, Mrs. 
Mary Craig, said. that Nelson and 
Lawrence Rockefeller are sending 
her the original nameplates and pic- 
tures of their grandfather's favorite 
horses, which will be placed over 
the stall windows.

Water Increases Profit 

From the Poultry Flock 

A suggestion to increase winter 
poultry profits — when the price of 
e^gs is at its peak— is offered by 
the Michigan State college poultry 
department. 

Insure the laying flock of having 
plenty of drinking water maintained 
at approximately 50 degrees i Fahr- 
enheit. The poultryman has his 
choice of purchasing a factory-made 
thermostatically controlled heater, 
or with a few scraps of lumber, a 
refrigerator pan or crock, an elec- 
tric light socket and a 50-watt light 
bulb, he can construct a service-, 
able heater. 

A container holding from two to 
three gallons of water and heated by 
a 50-watt light bulb will supply suf- 
ficient water for 100 birds and has 
been successful in laying houses un- 
der average winter conditions. 



Texas U. Acquires New 

World's Oldest Volume 

AUSTIN.— A copy of "Doctrine 
Breve," oldest book printed in 
America, now rests in the Univer- 
sity of Texas library. 

The volume, which Librarian Don- 
ald Coney says is one of three in 
the United States, is a catechism 
printed in Mexico in 1543 and 1544 
by Bishop Juan de Zumarraga, 
whose printing press was the first 
brought to the New world. Zumar- 
raga had printed books in America 
three years earlier, but none of 
those are known* to exist now. 

The Spanish volume bound in 
heavy Spanish leather decorated 
with gold tooling, is in an excellent 
condition according to Dr. Carlos E. 
Castaneda, Latin-American librari- 
an at the university. 

"Doctrina Breve" Is included in 
a collection of 1G0 volumes and 50,- 
000 pages of manuscripts obtained 
by purchase from heirs of Joaquin 
Garcia Icazbalceta, noted Mexican 
historian and collector. 

Among the manuscripts is a let- 
ter from Hernando Cortez to Em- 
peror Charles ,V of Spain, written on 
October 15, 1545. 



* Feed for Swine 

An adequate mineral mixture 
should be used with whatever ration 
is fed swine. Satisfactory and com- 
monly used mineral mixtures, ac- 
cording to an authority In Hoard's 
Dairyman, are: (1) 2 parts pul- 
verized limestone, 2 parts steamed 
bore mral, and 1 part common salt; 
(2) 2 i;arts steamed bone meal, 2 
parts superphosphate, and 1 part 
common salt; (3) 2 parts wood 
ashes, 1 part air-slaked lime, and 
1 part common salt; (4) 2 parts 
limestone dust, 2 parts wood ashes, 
and 1 part common salt. 



Farmers' Medical Service 

Total cost of medical service for 
the average farm family over the 
whole country runs about $39 a year, 
according to a writer in the Prairie 
Farmer. When the cost of drugs, 
medicine, and health and accident 
insurance are added in, < the total 
bill is about $51. Better roads and 
transportation have made it possible 
for more people to get to the doctor's 
office instead of calling the doctor 
to come to the farm or going without 
suitable, attention. 



Find Relics of Ancient 

Bushmen of Australia 

DARWIN, AUSTRALIA.— An an- 
cient group of cave temples contain- 
ing primitive paintings and grisly 
native relics has been discovered 
in the Australian bush, about 300 
miles from Darwin. 

In one of the enves, described as 
"one of the most primitive art gal- 
leries In the world," were two enor- 
mous figures in red, white and 
black, representing a king and 
queen. 

Each cave, he said, had small al- 
tars and what undoubtedly were sac- 
rificial stones. Around theie are 
strewn hundreds of sharp, well- 
fashioned stone knives, spearheads 
and axheads of a material not found 
in the fmmediate neighborhood. 
.-. The caves contained many relics, 
including ancient skulls, shlnbones 
and smaller human remains.

VERONA, ITALY.— A bronze bell 
cast from the metal guns of the Al- 
lied armies, which for several years 
has rung the daily sunset signal at 
Roverto in memory of the dead of 
the World war regardless of nation- 
ality, has been recast in a Verona 
factory after developing a flaw. 

During the recasting gold and sil- 
ver objects donated by the govern- 
ments of 14 former belligerents and 
by a large, number of individuals 
were dropped into the liquid metal. 

The new bell, which is larger than 
the original and stands feet high, 
will soon be sent back to the his- 
toric castle at Roverto to resume 
the memorial sunset signal.

He and his followers 
were overpowered on the eighteenth 
by ' a"; detachment of United States 
marines, under Col. Robert E. Lee. 
Committed to jail the following day 
at Charles Town, W. Va., his trial 
began on October 27. He was con- 
victed of treason on October 31 and 
hanged on December 2.
